MAN HAS $800 VERDICT AGAINSY
A CONCERN BUT NO PROP-
ERTY 1S FOUND,

. W. Cherry Sues the Mergenthaler
Company for the Amount of
the Verdict,

One of the most novel snits ever
filed in the state of Kentucky was
lodged for record today in the cire
cuit court by Attorneys Ross and
Crice for C. W. Cherry against the
Mergenthaler Basket company, The
amount of the damages prayed for
Is only $800 but the intricate point
involved is one that will make law
history.

The plamtiff alleges that on July
26, 1904, while in the service of the
Mergenthaler-Horton , Basket and
Machine company he received inju
ries which resulted in the amputa-
tion of one of his fingers. On August
the 9th, 1904, the Mergenthaler-Hor;
ton Basket company incorporated
under the laws of the state of Ken-
tucky. On September the 12, the
Mergenthaler-Horton Basket and
Machine company by its deed trans-
ferred and assigned to the defendant,
the Mergenthaler-Horton Basket Cq.,
all of its properly in the eity of Pa-
ducah, together with all its fran-
chises, rights and privileges. He fur-
ther avers that on May 3, 1905, that
he recovered a judgment against the
Mergenthaler-Horton Basket Ma-
chine company for $800, and had an
execution issued, and the sheriff
made his return thereon, ‘‘no proper-
ty found."

Out Before Judge Evans.

Man Refused to Answer Certain Ques.
tions About His Back
Taxes,

NOW GOES TO CIVIL COURTS.

Louisville, Ky., Sept. 30.-—Judge
Walier Evans, of the United States
District Court, refused the applica-
tion for a writ of habeas corpus in
favor of Mr. W. (.. Munn today, who
was sentenced to six hours in Jail by
Judge Gregory for refusing tp “f
certain questions relative to
amount of stock he held in the Amen-
fcan Seeding Machine company on
September 1, 1904, The question
arose in an examination of Mr! Munn
during the hearing of a back tax
snit.

The question must now be tried
before one of the eircult judges.

The sentence was yesterday suse
pended in order to allow Mr. Munn's
attorney to make a motion for a
writ of habeas compus before Judgs
Evans. The application was presents
¢d to Judge Evans in chambers.

In his opinion Judge Evans holds
that the case is not one for the feder-
al court to decide, as the jurisdie-
tion seems to lie exclusively with the
state court, He holds that Mr. Munn,
if he were imprisoned for contempt
of the county court, would not be in
jail in violation of the constitution
of the United Btates, and would not,
therefore, be entitled to the benefit
of the federal laws,

Having been denied application for
a writ of. habeas corpus in the fed-
eral court Munn, resumed the con-
test of his case before County Judge
Gregory. It is now the purpose of
the defense to apply to one of the
circuit judges for a writ of habeas
corpus upon the same contention as
that raised before Judge Evans,
namely that the prosecution for the

therefore not he compelled to give
answer to question which may in-

criminate him,

. The case came up in connection
with a back tax case, and two argu-
ments were made why Munn should
not be required to answer certain
questions. One was that a penalty
was attached for non-payment of tax-
es, and. by answering the question
he might incriminate himself.

The other reason was that as the
schedule filed by the defendant dur-
Ing that year was sworn to, to answer
the questions propounded mighe
serve to incriminate him fon swearing
falsely.

Judge Evans decided that it was
not an affair for federal court to
handle, but stated that if he were the
iudge before whom the matter came
he did not think he would require
the defendant to answer the questions
that were objected to,
